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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on May 1 8, 2006. These drawings are acceptable. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 15 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to. further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim (s) to place the claim (s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 13 already requires an explosion-proof housing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and 
using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and/ or use the invention. The specification does not describe an 
energy source which emits energy in the visible light spectrum for the purpose of interaction. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distincdy claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 
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Claim 9 depends upon a canceled claim. There is no basis on which to judge upon which 
claim it should depend. The balance of the claims is rejected on the basis of their dependence. 

Response to Submission(s) 

7. The amendment filed May 18, 2006 has been entered. 

8. Applicant’s arguments filed May 18, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, the quoted portion of the 
specification describes an energy source which emits visible energy in the visible light spectrum for 
the purpose of communicating information. The quotation does not reply to the rejection. 

For at least the reasons explained above, Applicant is not entitled to a favorable 
determination of patentability in view of the arguments submitted May 18, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1-7 and 13-20 are allowed. 

10. Claims 9-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

11. No statement of allowability can be made for a claim rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph.
